and the objurgations of the Lords, which are intended 
to convict and utterly confound the Liberals, will, as 
it were, glance off at а, tangent and smite the real 
offenders—the Tory jackdaws—who have made con- 
fusion in the Legislative Assembly by their impudent 
theft of the time that should have been used to con- 
firm the most necessary measures of the year.

THE TREATY or Commence. — Representatives

" HARVEY'S TORPEDOES. 

Taurin aftet trial havé Harvey's torpedoes únder- 
one, Their value is such that Mr. Reed, late Chief 
onstructor of the Navy, dwells most strongly upon 

T advisability of employing this destructive mode 

of warfare for coast defence “against an enemy в 

ships by the common tug-steamers of the port." The 

weapon under notice, of which we give an Illus- 
tration, is the joint invention of Captain John 

Harvey, R.N., and his nephew, Commander 

Frederick Harvey, R.N., who, after twenty-five 

years of study and practice, have at last brought 

their torpedo to a high state of efficiency. 

The contrivance called the **otter'' is familiar to 
most flshermen, and. may be described as a piece of 
Ka: loaded with lead at its lower edge, so as to 

oat just awash, and used by having a tow-linó made 
fast to the centre of a span of rope attached to thé 
side of the plank. When the fisherman walks 
along the bank with the tow-line the ““ottsr”” 
shoots off into the stream, carrying a brited line; 
which, dtags along the bottom or veers ont one 
end of a net, The inventor has adopted this principle 
in his torpedo, which differs from all others, inás- 
much as, immediately on being thrown óverboard, it 
advances to the attack, and, its contact with the 
епешу в ship once obteined— which, indeed, 18 &hnost 

а matter of absolute certainty—the déstraction of the 

vessel is inevitable, The explosion, if must bo ob- 

served, is under human control tilt the last "ue 

It will be seen that the torpedo consists of a 
narrow wooden box bound strongly with iron, longer 
on the top than the bottom, and with thé corners cut 
off at a certain angle. This performs the duty ot the 
“otter,”” and contains a metal case charaed with 
powder marufactured specially by the inventors, and 
of from twelve to fifteen times the strength of thé 
best sporting powder. Оп the top of the box até two 
ingeniously-contrived lévérs — One projecting wip- 
wards and one forwards and to the side, so that, in 
whatever direction Ше contact is brought about by 
the towing of the torpedo, whether meeting, passing, 
or crossing the ship attacked, the explosion shall be 
certain, - The explosion is effected by these levers 
Coming in contact with the side or bottom of the 
enemy's vessel, amd pressing down the centre pin or 
bolt armed at the lower end with a percussion-cpp of 
peculiar constriction. The torpedo, divested of this 

central bolt, becomes а mere case of powder; and; as 
such; may be stowed with safety in the magazine. 

The most noticeable point in the whole construc- 
tion is thé arrangement by which the explosion is 
perfectly under control. It consists simply of a pin 
placed at right angles through the central bolt. To 
this pin is attached small line similar to a log-line, 
and by this it may be withdrawn when the torpedo 
has diverged any distance from the ship; the pin 
being retained in its place by a piece of twine, so as 
to be secure against accidental removal, a sharp jerk 
of the safety-line breaks the string and withdraws the 
pin. In the event of the vessel proving a friend, the 
вайебу-рш secures her from injury. 

It is essentially necessary that these torpedoes 
should be sinkable to any depth required. ‘This is 
effected by *allast applied ini proportion to the speed 
of the towing vessel, «с. One of the plates of bal- 
last is shown beside the torpedo. These are placed 
on the bottom of the box according to a scale com- 
piled by the inventor, so as to combine a certain 
amount of sinkage with a **hugging " contact of the 
bottom of the vessel attacked. Both the towing and 
safety lines are rolled up on reels and governed by 
brakes; and the weaponcan be used with the greatest 
effect with between fifty and one hundred fathoms of 
line paid out, the torpedo diverging at an angle of 
45 deg. with the wake of the towing vessel.

The wrecks which will strew our rock-bound coast 
when the forthcoming equinoctial gales shall break 
upon them call ій advatice for help to the National 
Life- Boat , Insitution; and, the invaluable service a 
little timely help may enable this noble institution 
to render was exemplified in one of the rescues per- 
formed by the Ramsgate and Margate life-boats. 
We quote from the August number of the Lifeboat,

Ín the words of Срба Meidell, in a letter to tho 
London daily papers :—** The nobts boats, under the 
able апа skilfal management of their pérsevering 
стена, came out from the land at daylightin the morn- 
ing and dashed fearlessly into the foaming breakers, 
crossed the boiling sand, and at very great risk (the 
sea breaking heavily into them as they approached) 
зисевейей iu reachiog the ship and lying alongside to 
oar rescue. We wete all then hastily, bu "ci 
kindly, assisted into the two life-boats (my daughter 
being with mé, û passenger), together with a дави: 
ti wai hautin Strumients, clothes, and other effects. 
iS об thé steam-tug was waiting to windward, 
ihe ^ op Of the sand, near the breakers, to receive 
е boats; but, on leaving thé ship, they could not 
get Off the sand, the tide not having flowed suf- 
ciently to enable them to pass’ throngh the breakers. 
Their crews Were therefore compelled to wait aud 
allow the boat to beat over the sand to leeward, the 
boiling sea breaking heavily isto them for three 
hours; wheú at еви they sucoéedéd in getting off 


the sand, where the steam-tog (having come toura to 
leeward) was waiting in readiness to receive. them. 
The tug then took the two life- - to*. (one 


being disabled in her rudder) and steered for Hamis- 
gate Harbour, with flags flying from their mastheads, 
where we arrived about three p.m.” 

When we add the pregnant fact that 537 lives were 
saved in a similarly gallant manner during the first 
six months of the present year, nothing further is 
needed to prove the invaluable nature of the noble 
services rendered by the National Life-Boat Insti- 
tution. The claims of the institution to the support 
of our readers, however, may te more forcibly 
brought home to them if we append a few lines from 
& charade by Mr. Latey :—

faig; 18 360 ft. above the level of the Firth of Forth. 
Around ів a scene of picturesque and envobling cha- 
meter, A plain of the richest variety of landscape, 
and deg, with fertility, is guarded ой the north 
and south by ümdulating hill ridges and pastoral 
hefghts, ana bounded on the distant east and west 
by magnificent mountain ranges.

THE SANTHALS. 

Lone before the incursion of the Hindoos into India 
from the west or from Egypt—that is, upwards of 
1000 years в c.—the fertile valley of the Ganges and 
several similar portions of Continental India wero 
occupied by many races of men, aborigines, very dif- 
fereht in appearance, Manners, customs, religion, 
colour, stature, and language to the Hindoos. These 
races—now represented by the wild Koles, Bheels, 
Dangurs, Santhals, Cheeroos, and others—had their 
own kings and rulers; they built cities, and forts, 
and towns; they had a gold and silver coinage; they 
did battle with those that offended them, and were, 
in their way, à powerful set of men. They had по 
written language. Thé Hindoos, bringing with them 
the superior wisdom and knowledge of Egypt, soon 
came into collision with these aboriginal tribes, and 
in process of time quarrelled with them, then fought, 
and eventually expelled them from the fertile plains 
of India, and obliged them to take refuge in the hilly 
and jungle-clad mountains that occupy such а vast 
extent апа area of India. Buried in the dark forests 
for nearly thirty centuries, they have lost all trace of 
their having been members of great nations; they 
have become ignorant, cruel, and crafty; they pos- 
sess no written language; they have no religion 
beyond an indistinct and very confused idea of a 
good and evil spirit. 

Under "e rule of the Hindoos, and, later, under 
the Mohauimedans, these tribes were treated as the 
vermin of the country, and by the Hindoo law апу- 
one was justified in taking the life of these outcasts, 
Even if their shadow passed over & Brahmin, or 
touched а Hindoo, their life was forfeited. But 
under the benign influence of the English their con- 
dition was improved; their jungles &nd mountains 
became too confined for their numbers; and again, 
after а rigid seclusion from the world for nearly 3000 
years, they were permitted to descend into the plains 
to take their place amongst the nations of the world, 
to cultivate the land, aud to enjoy the bouhtiful pro- 
ducts of their own industry. Such was the happy 
and thriving state of the Santhals previous to a 
sudden and astounding outbreak in July, 1855, when 
murder, pillage, fire, and destruetion were hurled 
through the length and breadth of the country, in- 
habited by 120,000 Santhals, who had migrated from 
the jungles of Orissa to the jungles of the Bhangul- 
poor District, on the banks of the Ganges, about 200 
miles north-west of Calcutta. Troops were sent 
against them; but these troops, being composed of 
the natives of a tribe similar to themselves, they fied 
at the first attack of the Santhals. Regular troops 
wore then poured in upon ail sides; and, after some 
fighting and scouring the jungles, hanging the rebels, 
and capturing the chiefs, the Santhals were brought 
to reason. These 120,000 Santhals were but the sur- 
plus population of the Santhals who occupy the 
mountains, jungles, and valleys of Orissa, Cuttack, 
Singhbhoom, Maunbhoom, and several other con- 
tiguous hilly tracts, who, upon their numbers increus- 
ing, had migrated to the north; and finding a con- 
genial forest stretching from their own jungles to the 
Ganges, and covering many thousands of square 
iniles of territory, had settled down, cleared away the 
forest, and cultivated the land. The migration сош- 
тепсей about 1830; and in 1838, their numbers at- 
tracting the notice of Government, ап officer was 
appointed to superintend their movements, to watch 
their interests, to induce them to clear away the 
forests in the Bhangulpoor District, and eventually 
to collect the land-tax exacted from them as well ag 
from their neighbours, the Zemindars, 
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Garden Work.

KITCHEN GARDEN. 

CAREFUL attention must be paid to getting in the 
crops for the coming winter and spring. Sowing the 
seed a week or а fortnight before or after the proper 
time makes all the difference between a good and a 
bad crop. The soil and situation must be studied by 
the cultivator. In cold situations the crops will re- 
quire to be got in а fortnight earlier than in others 
considerably warmer. When such things as cauli- 
flowers, endive, and lettuce, for standing over the 
winter, are sown several weeks too soon, they grow 
too large and gross, and generally bolt as soon ав 
they begin to start in the following spring. Tomatoes 
require every encouragement that can be afforded, 
Look over them frequently, and stop back the young 
shoots, or the vigour of the plants will be expended 
in the production of г, lot of useless wood, instead of 
bringing the crop of fruit to perfection. The young 
shoots that are allowed to grow should be fastened to 
the wall, so that the fruit is fully exposed to the 
light. Crops of turnips just coming up should be 
carefully watched, and directly the first fly makes its 
appearance #prinkle them with soot. Another sowing 
should also be made this week for late autumn use. 
Plant out summer endive, and make а sowing of 
green curled and Batavian for autumn use, Cover 
the beds with a mat until the young plants begin to 
peep above the surface of the soil, if the weather 
Баррепв to be dry. Take up crops of potatoes аз fast 
as they ripen, and expose those intended for seed to 
the light to green before storing. Continue planting 
out late crops of winter stuff, and keep the hoe at 
work among established plants. Let all the pods of 
French beans and scarlet-runners be gathered im- 
mediately they are fit for the kitchen. None ought 
to be left for seed on the rows from which the kitchen 
supply is obtained. In dry weather water celery 
freely with manure-water. Sow parsley and thin out 
that already up; one good crown will produce more 
than twenty small ones. Plant out another batch of 
coleworts for winter; these are invaluable in hard 
winters, and also for the sake of variety. 


FRUIT GARDEN. 

АП fruit intended to be preserved оп the trees as 
long as possible after reaching maturity must be 
looked sharply after, or the birds will soon make short 
work of it. Mat up bush-trees, and hang nets over 
trees trained to walls. The nets must be fastened at 
least a foot from the wall, or the large birds will 
hang upon them and help themselves through the 
meshes. It is also necessary to secure the nets at 
the bottom with a few pegs. These minor matters 
are well known certainly, but no harm will be done 
in calling attention to them, as they are frequently 
lost sight of until it is too late to rectify the omission. 
This is a capital time for budding all kinds of fruit- 
trees, as the buds generally are now sufficiently ad- 
vanced, and the stocks are in nice working condition, 
Insert the buds on wood of last or the preceding 
season, otherwise the operation is performed in the 
Same manner as budding the rose. 

Plant out strawberry-runners, as they will suffer if 
kept too long in the small potsin which they were 
rooted. "Those already planted out will soon start 
into vigorous growth, and make fine crowns, with the 
assistance of а few cans of walter, until they make 
fresh roota. 

Look over fruit trees and cut clean away any small 
weakly shoots that are interfering with the free 
development of others required for fruit-bearing, 
both on pyramid and wall trees.  Nailin the young 
growth of the latter: fastening them back with 
pieces of wood is objectionable, because it is impos- 
sible to spread them out regularly, or lay the young 
shoots in perfectly straight. There is certainly по 
saving in time, for one way takes quite aslong as the 
other,  Espalier trees ought also to be trained in, 
and receive much the same treatment as others on 
walls, They will pay for good treatment, and in 
gardens of limited extent they are valuable on 
account of the little space they occupy, ^"^ ^ 


FLOWER GARDEN. 


PROPAGATING BEDDING PrANTS.—The season has 
now arrived for commencing the propagation of the 
stock of bedding plants for next season. Geraniums 
of all descriptions—whether green zonals, bicolours, 
tricolours, variegated, or golden-leaved—strike best 
in the open air. А warm sunny border forked over, 
and a sprinkle of drift-sand, if the вой 18 close and 
heavy, mixed therewith, is the most favourable posi- 
tion that can be fixed upon. The soil should be in a 
nice moist condition when the cuttings are inserted, 
and then a watering overhead when the job is finished 
will, generally speaking, be sufficient until the cut- 
tings are rooted, because we generally get а few 
showers at this season. Verbenas, petunias, helio- 
tropes, and other plants of that class should be in- 
serted in the usual way, and the pots partly plunged 
in bottom-heat. Young growing points are the most 
suitable for making cuttings, and they can be struck 
in & cold frame; but a slight hotbed is preferable, as 
the cuttings strike more freely. If struck now, they 
can be placed out of doors to harden for a week or 
two previous to wintering. 

Rose-budding should now be finished as quickly as 

ssible, as the bark of the stocks is beginning to set. 
Bee that chrysanthemums, dahlias, and hollyhocks 


are properly secured to stakes, to prevent their suffer- 
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ing injury from storms. The first will receive immense 
benefit from liberal supplies of weak manure-water. 
The other two should be mulched with half-rotten 
manure. e

GOODWOOD RACES, 
THERE was a great attendance of visitors at Good- 
wood on Thursday week, when there were twelve 
events on the card, besides the race for the Cup. 
Four of the preliminary races were small affairs. 


The race for the Visitors' Plate brought out seven 
competitors. Orator was the favourite, but was soon 
beaten, and the race was won by Gourbi. Next came 
therace for the Cup, which was won by Shannon, 
against whose chance 50 to 1 was laid at the start, 
There were only five competitors, Mortemer being 
the favourite, at even betting. After taking their 
preliminary canter they were marched past the 
stand in Indian file, headed by Dutch Skater, who 
was followed by the favourite, Favonius, Rip- 
ponden, and Shannon. They then proceeded to the 
post, when Mr. M‘George got them away in close 
company, Mortemer, on the inside, holding а slight 
lead of Favonius, to whom succeeded’ Dutch 
Skater, Shannon, and Ripponden together. In 
these positions they proceeded up the course, at a 
slow, wretched pace to the turn into the old course, 
where Mortemer somewhat improved his lead, and 
descended the hill a couple of lengths im advance of 
the Baron’s colt, with Dutch Skater lying third; but 
immediately they rounded’ the “*chimp’’ in the 
bottom Shannon headed him, and became the imme- 
diate follower of the leaders, who as they reappeared 
in sight came closer together. As they neared the 
brow of the hill Favonius ran up to the leader, and 
the pair came over the hill side by side, clear of 
Shannon and Ripponden. When fairly in the straight 
the Baron’s colt headed Mortemer, and came on with 
a slight lead of Mortemer and Shannon; but the 
latter got the better of the favourite in the bottom, 
and, as they entered the rails, assumed the command, 
which she retained to the end, and won a fine race, 
amidst the greatest excitement in the Ring, by half 
a length from Favonius, who defeated Mortemer by 
a neck for second honours, three quarters ih whose 
rear came Dutch Skater and Ripponden, so close 
together as to prevent the judge placing them. The 
other events were thus disposed of —The Chichester 
Stakes, Mr. F. Pryors Botheration; Sweepstakes of 
200 sovs. each, Sir J. Hawley's Derelict; the Mole- 
comb Stakes, Lord Calthorp's b c Vanderdecken ; 
the Third Year of the Nineteenth Bentinck Memorial 
Stakes, Mr. Bowes's Nobleman ; match of 100 sovs., 
Sir Е. Johnstone's Vex; the First Year of the Twenty- 
first Bentinck Memorial Stakes, Mr. Dlaydon'sb c 
Nuneham; the Sussex Stakes of 25 sovs. each, Lord 
Falmouth's Lovelock walked over. 

The very excellent meeting came to an end yester- 
day week. Although thelast day's card was this 
year reduced in strength by the wiping out of the 
Nursery, plenty of items were left, and the bad luck 
of backers followed them even unto the end. They 
received very severe handling. The Nassau Stakes, 
which was won by Lady Atholstone, and а party of 
three came out for the Queen's Plate, in which 
Dutch Skater made good steady running, and won 
by а dozen lengths.

KIDNAPPING CHINESE COOLIES. 

A series of documents lately laid before the House 
of Commons reveals the existence in the Southern 
Pacific of horrors rivalling those presented by the 
African slave trade in its worst phases. It appears 
that there is a constant traflic between certain 
European ports in China and the western coast of 
South America in Chinese coolies, nominally shipped 
as voluntary and indentured labourers, but really as 
helpless and as subject to brutal treatment as any 
Ватев. Peru has especially resorted to this source of 
labour supply, and since the abolition of slavery in 
that republic, sixteen years ago, many thousands of 
coolies have been imported from China. The igno- 
rance of the emigrants, their abject poverty, and 
their isolation from civilised life expose them to de- 
ceptions and cruelties on the part of the persons en- 
gaged in the coolie trade. It does not appear that 
the coolies are ill-trested by the Peruvian agricul- 
turists, though the information lately furnished to 
Parliament originated in a report that a number of 
these imported labourers had been branded with a 
red-hot iron by their master, a planter resident near 
Callao. This accusation appeared to have been sub- 
sequently disproved when brought before the 
Peruvian tribunals; but the English gi 
d'Affaires at Lima, in bringing the matter under 
Lord Granvil!e's attention, has shown how dangerous 
an element in the country is the presence of these 
imported Chinese. 
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AN UNHEALTHY OCCUPATION. 

А number of weavers in the district of Todmorden 
have presented the following memorial to the Medical 
Department of the Privy Council:—‘‘ That for several 
years a material called kaolin, or china clay, has been 
introduced into the manufacture of calicoes and other 
grey goods; that in some mills sizing, including 
china clay, is 1414 upon the warps to the extent of 
40, 60, and even 100 per cent; that before the 
American war the percentage was 20; that ingre- 
dients believed to be poisonous are used to make the 
china clay adhere to the warps; that to prevent the 
breaking, through the dryness of the atmosphere, it 
is necessary to close the ventilators in the weaving- 
Sheds; that, through the closing of the ventilators, 
the weavers are compelled to inhale the dust of the 
china clay that rises from the warps mixed with the 
poisonous ingredients; that, working in these sheds, 
they suffer from excessive heat and thirst, and are 
greatly distressed —especially in summer—when they 
are frequently compelled to leave their work to 
breathe the fresh air outside; that the inhalation of 
this dust causes difficulty of respiration, loss of appe- 
tite, bronchitis, and consumption; that the strong 
may bear up for a time against the injurious effects 
of the sizing, but that it tells upon them, apparently 
creating, certainly accelerating, lung diseases; that 
many аге compelled to give up weaving, being for- 
bidden by medical men to return to the weaving-sheds 
while china clay is used; that others work for а few 
weeks, and are then compelled to abstain for days or 
weeks; that the beginning of fatal illnesses may 
apparently be traced to the working in weaving-sheds 
wherein china clay is used. The undersigned, there- 
fore, humbly pray that your Lordships will be pleased 
to send а, medical inspector to inquire into the sizing 
System generally, especially into the use and effects 
of china clay, апа such other ingredients as may be 
necessary to make china clay adhere to the warps, so 
that your petitioners may be delivered from the evils 
they now labour under.” 


A NoveL DEVICE FOR AIDING THE REVENUE 
has been propounded by Mr. W. H. Walker, of Bow. 
This gentleman proposes that the stamping instru- 
ments used by the Post Office officials in marking 
letters should be made to answer a double purpose by 
imprinting along with the post-mark some brief ad- 
vertisement, arranged round the margin of the ordi- 
nary impression. The same idea, with some modifi- 
cations, is extended to the impressed stamp. It is 
stated that by a perfectly practicable arrangement all 
the letters in any particular district would be made 
to bear any specified advertisement, the words being 
of course few in number,
